"But I'm not say- 
ing when the exact date will 
be." 


Smith, wearing sunglasses, 


roared down the stretch of the 
San Jose State track and was 
timed in 44.5 for the meters 
and 44.8 for the yards. 


The 440 mark had belonged 


to Adolph Plummer of NEW 
Mexico, who set it four years 
ago at 44.9. The meter mark 
also was 44.9 and was held joint- 
ly by Plummer, Otis Davis and 
Mike Larrabee. Davis ran his 
record in the 1960 Olympics, 


Three yards back of Smith in 


his record dash was San Jose 
sophomore 
Lee 
Evans, who 


hadn't lost over this distance 
since high school and had run 
in international meets. 


Smith holds or shares the 


world standards for the 440 and 
400, 
the 220 and 200 - both 


straightaway and on the curve 
—and the 880 and 1,600-meter 
relays. He also has run the 
fastest indoor 440. 


The 100 and its 9.1 record 


should prove the toughest for 
the long-legged Smith, who has 
trouble on the starting blocks 
and doesn't really start rolling 
until later in the race. He has 
run 9.3.

member commission who were 
present had previously voted 13- 
12 against a motion to delay the 
commission's

month. 


Attorney Ted Boswell of Lit- 


tle Rock and Bauxite seconded 
the motion to approve the reso- 
lution offered by Croxton, a 
long-time advocate of a consti- 
tutional convention. 


Maurice Cathey, a Paragould 


lawyer, said he felt a move by 
the commission to go on record 
favoring 
a 
convention now 


would "curtail our operations 
very substantially." 


Dr. Ralph Phelps, president 


of Ouachita Baptist University, 
said he was in favor of a con- 
vention, but that he felt the 
Commission 
would 
have to 
"sell" its recommendations be- 
fore undertaking a convention. 


Croxton argued that action 


would make "future hearings 
. . . more meaningful."

vestigated the need for constitu- 
tional revisions affecting local 
government, general provisions, 
revenue and finance and the 
legislative, judicial and execu- 
tive branches turned in their 
reports to the commission at 
Saturday's meeting.

NEW YORK—(NEA)—Last 


week some 100 people clus- 
tered at a departure gate in 
Kennedy Airport for a 3:30 
p.m. flight to Barbados in the 
West Indies. 


At 3:15 they were told the 


plane had been delayed be- 
cause of hydraulic difficulties 
and that an announcement 
would be made at 4:15. At 
4:45—too late to catch a 
competing airline flight—it 
was announced that the flight 
had been delayed to 6:30 p.m. 


The group was informed at 


5 to take a bus to the nearby 
Statler Hilton Motel where 
rooms and dinner were ready. 
The plane wouldn't leave un- 
til 10:30 p.m. 


When they r e a c h e d the 


motel they were told the 
flight wouldn't leave until 7 
the next morning. The frus- 
trated passengers were roused 
from their comfy Hilton beds 
at 4:20 a.m.; the plane, hal- 
lelujah, was ready for board- 
ing. 


Only it wasn't. The aircraft 


finally left at 3:30 p.m., exact- 
ly 24 hours late. 


The above may not be a 


typical tale of horrors, but 
neither is it apocryphal; it 
happened and it will happen 
again. 


There may h a v e been a 


perfectly logical explanation 
for the 24-hour delay, but try 
to tell that to the 100 vaca- 
tion-bound travelers. 


One of the infuriating prac- 


tices of air c a r r i e r s__may 
finally be solved. Until now, 
airlines had to pay $5 to $50 
in penalties to anyone who 
held a reservation and was 
denied space at the airport. 
A new government ruling, it's 
reported, will penalize carri- 
ers up to $200. In many other 
areas, however, the airlines 
are way ahead of the govern- 
ment. 


They have, for example, 


just about figured out the in- 
ternal configuration of the 
new Boeing 747 jumbo jets 
they'll be getting in late 1969. 
Although Boeing says the 
plane can hold up to 490 pas- 
sengers, most lines are figur- 
ing on about 350. This means 
plenty of room. 


Passengers will occupy a 


single-deck cabin section 20 
feet wide (seven feet wider 
than the 707). A variety of 
seaung arrangements is pos- 
sible, with two aisles running 
the length of the cabin. This, 
Boeing says, will afford "a 
level of comfort and spacious- 
ness unmatched in present 
interior 
accommodations"— 


as well as room for innova- 
tions such as lounges, theaters 
and private passenger areas. 
There's an upper level, too, 
joined to the main passenger 
area by a circular stairway. 


And just over the horizon 


is the supersonic transport, 
the SST, which will take pas- 


sengers from New York to 
Paris in 2lk hours, flying at 
1,850 miles per hour. 


The industry isn't com- 


pletely starry-eyed over this 
great technological advance. 
They are also concentrating 
on the relatively mundane 
procedures like ticketing.

Young Bones Withstand 
More and Heal Easier

Fractures in children pre- 


sent a different problem from 
those in adults. Many falls in 
children result in no fracture 
u n d e r circumstances that 
would cause broken bones in 
adults. This is because the 
bones in children resemble a 
sapling whereas those of an 
old man resemble a dried 
twig. In fact there is a type 
of f r a c t u r e , seen only in 
children, c a l l e d greenstick 
f r a c t u r e — an incomplete 
break in which the surface on 
the outward side of a bone 
when it is bent splits but the 
inward side does not. 


A deformity following a 


fractured limb in a child often 
corrects i t s e l f as the child 
grows. This is the reason that 
much 
m o r e 
conservative 


methods of treatment can be 
used than in an adult with a 
similar break. An exception 
is a type of fracture in which 
there is a separation of the 
bone at the e p i p h y s i s or 
growth center. (These centers 
disappear when the growth 
of the bone is complete.) 
Epiphyseal 
separations 
are 


often hard to treat. 


Most fractures in children 


heal r a p i d l y . A complete 
fracture of the femur in an 
infant will heal completely in 
about 10 days. On the other 
hand, traction cannot be used 
in a young child because the 
wires and pins used pull 
through 
the child's softer 


bones. A fracture seems to
